'T ms Charity is founded upon the Principle of ad- 
miniſtering Advice and Medicines to the Sick Poor; in 
all Caſes of Puvsic, SURGERY, and MIDWIFERY ; 
with a view to afford Relief as well to thoſe who per- 
ſonally apply at the DiseensaRY ; as alſo to viſit, at | 
THEIR WN HABITATIONsS, ſuch who are rendered 
by Diſeaſe unable to attend there. 


In every civilized. Nation, the Poor are conſidered an 
important part of the community ; and as they are liable 
to various Diſeaſes in conſequence of their daily occu- 
pations from hard labour; for | want of neceſſary, or 
by the uſe of unwholeſome F ood 3 from a deficiency of 
ſuch Cloathing as is proper to defend them from the 
viciſſitudes of the Climate, and from being often unſup- 


plied 
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plied with thoſe conveniences and neceſſaries of Life 
calculated to ſuſtain good Health; many by Sickneſs are 
rendered incapable of ſupporting themſelves and Fa- 
milies; whilſt others, from the nature of their circum- 


ſtances and diſorders, often periſh for want of proper 


aſſiſtance. 


The induſtrious Labourer, Mechanic or Axtiſan, who 


has hitherto only been able to make his earnings and his 


wants keep even pace, without forming a reſerve for any
